Reasons For Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The invention relates to a monocarboxylic acid salt derivative of imidazole silane 
compounds used as surface treatment agents. The closest prior art of record is to Tsuchida et al, 
US 5,258,522. Tsuchida et al teach imidazole-silane compound which has a high corrosion 
preventive agent. The compounds of this invention differ from the prior art compounds in that 
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they are in the form of the monocarboxylic acid salt. The prior art fails to teach or suggest the 
compounds described in this application.
